The two articles to Watanabe et al and Yamamoto et al are the closest prior art to 
which the instant claims pertain. The two articles each discloses a method of 
processing sonic wire-line or logging while drilling data for reflector imaging around a 
borehole. In the two systems, (Watanabe et al, see Fig. 4, Yamamoto et al, see page 4) 
it is disclosed that the sonic data is first filtered to attenuate borehole-borne arrivals and 
then migrated to correct for a difference between the apparent and true position of the 
reflector.
